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Dean  Announces: 

Half  Way  Home 
and  a  Long  Way  to  Go 

In  mid  August,  I  announced  to  the  faculty  that  I  planned  to  leave  the  deanship  one  year  later.  I  would  like  to  place  that  announce- 
ment in  the  context  of  last  year's  activities  and  a  brief  look  to  the  future. 

The  past  year  (1987'88)  could  easily  be  titled  "the  year  of  the  self-study."  In  preparation  for  the  ADA  accreditation  visit  this  fall, 
our  School  completed  an  exhaustive  self-examination.  We  coupled  it  with  our  ongoing  strategic  planning  process,  which  took  us 
beyond  the  usual  investigation  of  the  educational  mission  and  included  our  efforts  in  research,  service  and  patient  care.  It  was  an 
intensive  and  expensive  undertaking.  Several  veterans  of  the  accreditation  process,  here  and  elsewhere,  believe  it  is  one  of  the  best 
self-studies  they  have  seen.  Why?  Because  it  is  thorough;  it  was  formulated  through  an  open  process,  and  it  illuminated  our  problems 
as  well  as  our  successes.  That,  of  course,  is  the  intended  purpose  of  a  self-study. 

A  second  major  activity  of  last  year  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  all  graduate  specialty  training  from  two  to  three  year  programs. 
This  involved  developing  a  new  core  curriculum,  establishing  a  computer  laboratory  for  the  graduate  students,  and  completing  an 
institution-wide  plan  to  have  these  revised  programs  accommodate  the  already  successful,  NIH  sponsored,  dentist-scientist  program. 
Our  goals  are  better  preparation  of  clinical  specialists,  improved  capacities  for  teaching  careers,  and  greater  strength  in  research.  In 
addition,  we  initiated  a  one-year  advanced  general  dentistry  program.  Dr.  Frank  Brantley,  the  program  director,  describes  the  pro- 
gram in  this  issue  of  the  Review. 

Implementation  of  a  new  patient  care  system  was  a  third  major  accomplishment.  The  system  is  intended  to  improve  aspects  of  care 
which  go  beyond  the  special  focus  of  individual  departments  to  such  concerns  as  holistic  care,  appropriateness  of  care,  and  continui- 
ty and  efficiency  in  the  delivery  system.  Our  research  productivity  continued  to  increase  at  the  same  time  we  were  phasing  out  the 
Dental  Research  Institute  Program.  We  maintained  the  pace  and  stability  of  CE/AHEC  outreach  while  new  staff  were  being 
employed.  Taken  together  these  are  certainly  important  accomplishments  of  the  recent  past. 

In  addition,  last  year  was  marked  by  a  number  of  alterations  in  administrative  personnel,  including  the  reorganization  of  prostho- 
dontics  and  the  recruitment  of  several  faculty  and  staff  of  national  stature.  All  of  these  changes  could  have  stalled  many  institutions. 
The  outcomes  revealed  the  remarkable  depth  and  resiliency  of  this  School -an  institution  capable  of  accommodating  great  change 
without  appreciable  loss  of  rhythm. 

The  challenges  for  the  1988-89  year  are  no  less.  They  will  include  our  response  to  the  ADA  accreditation  report,  a  review  of  pro- 
grams and  relations  with  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital,  and  development  of  new  records,  quality  assurance  and  clinical 
privileges  associated  with  the  patient  care  system.  We  will  develop,  for  the  first  time,  a  comprehensive  fundraising  plan  for  the  entire 
School.  We  will  continue  to  strengthen  our  research  through  further  collaboration  within  the  health  sciences  and  a  sharp  focus  on 
scientific  quality. 

Two  kinds  of  recruitment  will  occupy  us.  We  will  continue  to  search  for  scholar  clinicians  when  there  are  departmental  openings, 
and  we  will  continue  our  recruitment  of  qualified  dental,  dental  hygiene  and  dental  assistant  students.  The  School  must  work  hard 
to  overcome  the  challenges  of  a  smaller  population  of  students  overall  and  the  increasing  array  of  alternate  career  opportunities  for 
intelligent,  motivated  and  concerned  undergraduates. 

This  is  a  rich  agenda,  and  as  we  complete  it,  we  will  find  ourselves  looking  1990  squarely  in  the  face.  The  1980s  have  witnessed  an 
extraordinary  level  of  achievement  by  the  School  of  Dentistry.  This  has  come  about  because  of  the  outstanding  capacities  and 
commitment  of  the  faculty,  staff,  students  and  graduates  of  this  institution.  As  a  result,  the  School  is  among  the  distinguished  profes- 
sional schools  on  this  campus  and  occupies  a  preeminent  position  among  the  dental  schools  of  this  nation. 

While  the  School  has  enjoyed  national  recognition  for  many  years,  its  stature  has  been  further  enhanced  because  the  dental  faculty 
now  leads  the  nation  in  the  number  of  NIH  research  awards.  But  research  is  not  an  end  unto  itself  in  health  professions  education.  It 
is  an  essential  element  in  schools  where  the  students  (pre  and  post  doctoral  and  continuing  education)  expect  more  than  an  average 
education.  So  research,  coupled  with  the  most  extensive  dental  continuing  education  outreach  program  available  anywhere,  our 
recognition  as  a  center  for  primary,  tertiary  and  special  patient  care,  and  perhaps  most  significantly,  our  sponsorship  of  one  of  the

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Thirty-eight  years  ago,  the  UNC 
School  of  Dentistry  accepted  its  first 
class  and  began  operation  in  two  small 
quonset  huts.  Since  that  time,  over  3500 
dental  health  professionals  have 
graduated  from  the  programs  at  the 
School  of  Dentistry.  Over  90  percent  of 
our  graduates  have  provided  dental 
health  care  for  the  citizens  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  educational  programs  in  the 
1980s  are  far  different  from  the  original 
D.D.S.  curriculum  developed  by  the 
faculty  in  1950.  In  addition  to  the  D.D.S. 
curriculum,  the  Dental  School  now 
sponsors  educational  programs  in  Dental 
Assisting,  Dental  Hygiene,  Dental  Aux- 
iliary Teacher  Education,  Advanced 
General  Dentistry,  General  Practice 
Residency,  and  Advanced  Education 
programs  in  all  specialty  areas  except 
oral  pathology. 

The  D.D.S.  curriculum  has  been 
revised  several  times.  The  most  recent 
revision  was  begun  in  1985  and  will  be 
completed  with  the  graduating  class  of 
1989.  The  purpose  of  this  revision  is  to 
educate  our  graduates  to  enter  private 
practice  or  other  dental  health  careers 
prepared  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
population  in  the  1990s  and  beyond. 
Changes  in  dental  disease  patterns, 
population  shifts  and  environmental  in- 
fluences mandate  that  educational  pro- 
grams prepare  students  for  the  future 
practice  of  dentistry. 

The  revised  curriculum  is  based  upon 
three  basic  concepts:  (1)  an  overall 
reduction  in  the  number  of  curriculum 
hours,  (2)  a  revised  sequencing  of  in- 
structional material  with  early  emphasis 
on  the  prevention  and  control  of  dental 
disease,  and  (3)  a  patient  care  system 
with  a  patient-oriented  focus.  The  pa- 
tient care  system  is  described  in  another 
article  in  this  Review,  so  I  will  focus  on 
the  first  two  concepts. 

The  reduction  in  curriculum  hours 
was  necessary  to  eliminate  redundant 
and  outdated  material  as  well  as  to 
reduce  the  stress  of  an  overloaded  cur- 
riculum imposed  upon  students  during 
their  first  and  second  years.  To  ac- 
complish this,  each  department  reduced 
its  curricular  offerings  by  fifteen  percent.

identified  significant  redundancies,  add- 
ed new  topics,  and  reviewed  the 
sequencing  of  material.  The  biological 
sciences  underwent  a  major  revision. 
The  Biological  Sciences  Laboratory, 
which  was  intended  to  give  the  student 
an  in-depth  research  experience  with  a 
faculty  member,  was  eliminated  because 
a  review  of  the  program  revealed  that 
the  benefits  students  received  were  in- 
consistent. These  130  curricular  hours 
were  redistributed  to  the  basic  science 
courses  with  the  intent  of  making  the 
basic  sciences  relevant  to  the  clinical 
practice  of  dentistry. 

Prevention  and  control  of  dental 
disease  is  the  cornerstone  of  the  revised 
curriculum.  It  is  organized  in  a  way  that 
presents  concepts  related  to  etiology 
and  prevention  of  oral  diseases  very 
early  in  the  dental  students'  educational 
experiences.  A  structured,  three- 
semester  course  "Prevention  101,  111, 
123"  is  now  in  place.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
sequence  will  produce  dentists  with  at- 
titudes, values  and  practice  habits 
revolving  around  the  basic  principles  of 
long-term  patient  care,  education  and 
disease  control.  The  concepts  of  preven- 
tion and  interpersonal  relationships  are 
introduced  during  the  freshman  year  and 
are  evaluated  during  the  students'  clini- 
cal experiences  in  the  following  years. 

In  order  to  stay  abreast  of  the  many 


advances  in  dental  science  and  tech- 
nology, a  comprehensive  elective  course 
program  has  been  developed.  Students 
are  required  to  take  a  minimum  often 
credit  hours  of  elective  courses.  This  re- 
quirement can  be  filled  by  registering  for 
several  of  the  thirty  or  more  elective 
courses  taught  by  Dental  School  faculty. 
Public  Health  and  other  courses  on  cam- 
pus may  be  chosen,  depending  upon 
scheduling.  The  elective  credit  can  also 
be  gained  through  independent  research 
activities,  teaching  assistant  respon- 
sibilities, or  continuing  education  (CE) 
participation.  From  four  to  six  hours  of 
elective  credit  must  be  taken  through 
continuing  education.  (Fourteen  clock 
hours  of  CE  are  equivalent  to  one  credit 
hour.)  Continuing  education  provides 
students  with  additional  content 
material,  with  contact  with  practicing 
dentists,  and  with  the  experience  of  life- 
long learning.  Generally  only  continuing 
education  courses  that  are  approved  by 
the  Academy  of  General  Dentistry  are 
accepted  for  credit.  All  classes  of 
students  are  eligible  to  take  continuing 
education  courses. 

The  revised  curriculum  has  also  en- 
couraged innovative  methods  of  instruc- 
tion. "Growth  and  Development"  is 
taught  through  self-instruction,  with 
students  progressing  through  the 
material  at  their  own  pace.  "Introduc- 
tion to  Patient  Care  I"  is  also  self-paced. 
This  course  is  a  blend  of  lectures, 
seminars,  observations,  and  chairside 
assisting  that  acclimates  the  student  to 
the  UNC  patient-care  system,  to  prin- 
ciples of  dental  auxiliary  utilization,  and 
to  special  considerations  inherent  in  pro- 
viding health  care.  The  seminars  focus 
on  ethics,  interviewing  skills  and 
management  of  the  patient  care  system. 
"Integrated  and  Diagnostic  Sciences"  a 
third  year  course,  consists  of  didactic 
presentations  and  small  group  seminars 
discussing  and  illustrating  the  radio- 
graphic diagnosis  of  developmental  ab- 
normalities, inflammation,  trauma,  and 
tumors.  A  faculty  member  is  assigned  to 
seminar  groups  of  eleven  students.  This 
sequence  of  instruction  appears  to  be 
more  successful  than  the  standard  lec- 
ture method  of  instruction.

Curncular  innovation  is  also  present 
in  the  patient  care  system.  A  multi- 
disciplinary  Diagnosis  and  Treatment 
Planning  Service  provides  each  patient 
with  a  complete  treatment  plan  in  one 
visit.  The  educational  benefit  to  the  stu- 
dent  is  that  a  generalist  faculty  member, 
along  with  specialist  faculty  consul- 
tants, works  with  the  student  in  the 
development  of  the  treatment  plan. 
Students  are  exposed  to  a  range  of 
philosophies  and  treatment  approaches 
within  a  controlled  time  frame. 

The  other  educational  programs  at  the 
School  of  Dentistry  have  changed  as 
well  as  the  D.D.S.  curriculum.  The  Aux- 
iliary programs  are  designed  to  promote 
the  importance  of  the  dental  health 
team.  Dental  hygiene  students,  dental 
assisting  students,  and  dental  students 
treat  patients  together  in  a  clinical  at- 
mosphere  similar  to  private  practice. 
The  separate  dental  hygiene  clinic  has 
been  discontinued,  and  clinical  practice 
now  takes  place  in  areas  where  all  dental 
health  care  providers  treat  patients.  A 
three-year  certificate  program  in  dental 
hygiene  is  now  available  in  addition  to 
the  four-year  B.S.  degree  program. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  offers  a  ten- 
month  program  of  study  leading  to  a  cer- 
tificate in  dental  assisting.  A  one- 
semester  certificate  program  is  available 
in  the  dental  assisting  specialties  of  Oral 
and  Maxillofacial  Surgery,  Orthodontics 


and  Pediatric  Dentistry.  The  M.S. 
degree  in  Dental  Auxiliary  Teacher 
Education,  offered  by  the  School, 
prepares  well-qualified  teachers  for 
dental  assisting  and  dental  hygiene 
programs. 

The  new  Advanced  Education 
General  Dentistry  program  is  in  its 
second  year  of  operation.  It  has  been  a 
tremendous  success.  Dental  graduates 
who  desire  to  strengthen  their  clinical 
skills  are  accepted  into  this  program. 
The  assumption  is  that  most  of  them 
will  enter  the  private  practice  of 
dentistry  following  completion  of  the 
program. 

All  Advanced  Education  programs  in 
specialty  areas  have  been  expanded  to  a 
minimum  of  three  years.  The  additional 
time  available  is  used  to  enhance  the 
research  and  clinical  training  necessary 
for  specialty  practice  and  teaching.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  three-year  programs  will 
attract  scholar  clinicians  who  will  even- 
tually seek  faculty  appointments  and 
research  careers. 

With  an  ever  changing  health  care 
environment,  UNC  dental  graduates 
have  altered  their  career  choices  accord- 
ingly. The  number  of  graduates  even- 
tually electing  to  pursue  private  practice 
has  remained  steady  at  approximately 
two-thirds.  However,  between  1982  and 
1988,  the  number  of  graduates  seeking 
immediate  advanced  training  has 


climbed  from  eight  percent  to  44  per- 
cent. This  increase  is  due  largely  to 
increased  interest  in  advanced  general 
dentistry  and  general  practice  residency 
programs.  Interest  in  specialty  programs, 
the  military  and  public  health  dentistry 
has  remained  fairly  stable. 

Career  patterns  of  recent  UNC 
graduates  have  shifted  over  the  past  ten 
years.  In  1977,  approximately  85  per- 
cent entered  practice  immediately  after 
graduation.  The  majority  of  those 
established  solo  practices.  In  1987,  only 
54  percent  chose  private  general  prac- 
tice, with  most  selecting  an  associate- 
ship.  Very  few  chose  to  set  up  a  solo 
practice.  All  of  these  trends  are  similar 
to  national  trends  reported  by  the 
American  Association  of  Dental  Schools 
Senior  Survey. 

The  educational  programs  in  the 
School  of  Dentistry  are  preparing  our 
students  for  the  future.  Constant  nur- 
turing and  revising  of  the  programs  will 
produce  the  highly  skilled  practitioner 
who  is  a  life-long  learner,  the  practi- 
tioner who  is  able  to  provide  the 
necessary  dental  health  care  for  patients 
for  decades  to  come.

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EDUCATION 

The  D.D.S.  Curriculum:  An  Overview 


FIRST  YEAR:  The  first  year  includes 
courses  in  the  core  basic  sciences  (Gross 
Anatomy,  Microscopic  Anatomy,  Bio- 
chemistry,  Physiology  and  Micn> 
biology),  introductory  dental  sciences 
(Dental  Anatomy,  Materials  Science, 
Conservative  Operative  Dentistry, 
Periodontics,  Oral  Diagnosis  and 
Radiology,  Growth  and  Development 
and  Occlusion),  Oral  Biology  (integrates 
basic  and  dental  sciences  and  spans  the 
entire  four  years),  and  a  sequence  of 
prevention  courses.  In  addition  to  this 
course  work,  students  participate  in  the 
"Introduction  to  Patient  Care"  course 
that  focuses  on  the  special  relationship 
between  the  health  care  provider  and 
the  patient.  This  course  features 
seminars  on  interviewing  skills,  ethics, 
dental  assisting  skills,  rotation  through 
the  Patient-Care  Services,  and  the 
delivery  of  preventive  care  in  the 
Preventive/Recall  Service.  Finally,  in 
the  Dental  Ecology  courses,  basic  social 
science  concepts  related  to  the  role  of 
the  dentist  are  presented  along  with  an 
introduction  to  health  care  delivery 
systems. 


SECOND  YEAR:  Students  continue 
taking  biological  science  courses  (Phar- 
macology, General  and  Oral  Pathology) 
and  the  next  series  of  dental  science 
courses  (Growth  and  Development, 
Child,  Adolescent,  Adult  and  the  Elder- 
ly Life  Cycle  courses,  Preclinical 
Endodontics,  Orthodontics,  Periodon- 
tics, and  Removable  and  Fixed  Prostho- 
dontics),  and  the  "Physical  Diagnosis" 
course  consisting  of  lectures  and 
laboratory  experiences.  During  the  first 
part  of  the  second  year,  "Introduction  to 
Patient  Care"  is  completed  by  a  rotation 
sequence  that  includes  all  the  remaining 
patient-care  services.  In  the  Spring 
semester,  students  assume  full  patient- 
care  privileges,  deliver  comprehensive 
care,  and  are  responsible  for  meeting  the 
therapeutic  and  preventive  treatment 
objectives  for  their  patients. 

THIRD  YEAR:  In  the  third  year, 
students  spend  a  significant  amount  of 
time  caring  for  patients  in  the  Com- 
prehensive Care  Service  as  well  as  in 
several  specialty  services.  A  series  of 
intermediate  dental  science  and  elective 


courses  is  offered.  During  the  summer  of 
the  third  year,  students  are  encouraged 
to  participate  in  research  projects  and 
elective  externships.  Students  are  placed 
at  extramural  sites  throughout  the 
United  States  and  participate  in  the 
delivery  of  dental  care  at  a  variety  of 
settings. 

FOURTH  YEAR:  During  the  fourth 
year,  students  assume  responsibility  for 
patients  who  require  advanced  dental 
care.  Fall  semester  of  the  fourth  year  is 
free  of  any  core  didactic  course  work  so 
that  students  may  participate  in  elective 
courses,  research  and  required  extra- 
mural rotations.  A  minimum  of  six 
weeks  is  spent  at  off-campus  sites,  three 
at  a  community  dental  health  service 
and  three  at  a  hospital  dental  service. 
Spring  semester  of  the  fourth  year  is 
highlighted  by  advanced  dental  science 
courses,  updates  and  practice-related 
material.  Those  students  wishing  to 
pursue  a  specialty  orientation  may 
choose  one  of  several  specialty  ex- 
periences which  include  patient-care, 
research  and/or  course  work.

Moving  Forward  in  Dental  Research

Genuine  excitement  and  forward 
momentum  succinctly  describe  research 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina's 
School  of  Dentistry.  I  thought  I  would 
share  with  you,  therefore,  some  of  the 
significant  developments  that  are  con- 
tributing to  a  growing  feeling  of  ac- 
complishment and  pride  in  the  School's 
research  mission. 

In  recent  years,  much  has  been  made 
of  our  own  achievements  in  dental 
research,  particularly  in  relation  to  the 
other  major  research  universities  with 
whom  we  seek  to  compete.  One  of  the 
most  positive  developments  is  our  in- 
creasing success  in  the  highly  com- 
petitive arena  of  National  Institutes  of 
Health  (NIH)  grants  and  contracts.  Dur- 
ing the  past  five  years  the  UNC  School 
of  Dentistry  has  become  the  nation's  top 
dental  institution  for  the  number  of  NIH 
grants  and  contracts,  and  it  has  moved 
from  seventh  to  third  place  in  terms  of 
funding  acquisitions  from  NIH. 

The  Growth  of  Clinical 
Research  at  UNC 

While  the  above  record  is  an  ac- 
complishment indeed,  much  more  signifi- 
cant is  that  the  growth  of  our  research 
effort  has  occurred  within  the  clinical 
departments.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
School's  history,  every  clinical  depart- 
ment has  research  funding  from  the 
fiercely  competitive  NIH  system.  Many 
of  the  clinical  departments  are  also  ac- 
tively engaged  in  business  supported 
research.  In  short,  no  longer  does  the 
Dental  Research  Center  represent  the 
near  totality  of  the  dental  research  effort 
at  Carolina.  Significant  scholarship  and 
research  -  clinical,  epidemiological, 
behavioral,  and  basic  -  are  now  part  of 
the  fabric  throughout  the  School  of 
Dentistry. 

One  reason  for  our  current  research 
strength  can  be  found  in  a  fundamental 
decision  taken  many  years  ago  when  Dr. 
Jim  Bawden  and  others  decided  to  leave 
the  caries  research  mission  to  other 
centers  in  order  to  pursue  less  common, 
more  novel  types  of  scientific  inquiry. 
Today  that  decision  appears  a  fortuitous 
one.  Caries  experience  continues  to

decline  among  children  and  young 
adults,  and  new  fields  are  emerging  for 
dentistry  and  dental  research.  These  are 
the  fields  that  the  UNC  School  of  Den- 
tistry and  its  Dental  Research  Center 
chose  to  emphasize  back  then.  The  in- 
stitution is  today  uniquely  positioned  to 
investigate  and  teach  in  several  of  the 
hitherto  neglected  areas. 

Meritorious  Orthodontic 
Research 

What  are  some  examples  of  the 
growth  areas  in  dentistry  and  dental 
research?  Certainly  the  public  has 
become  increasingly  interested  in  ortho- 
dontic care.  In  this  connection,  the 
clinical  research  program  in  UNC's  or- 
thodontic department  is  one  of  the 
strongest  nationally  and  internationally. 
For  his  long  and  distinguished  research 
career,  Dr.  Bill  Proffit,  chairman  of 
Orthodontics,  recently  received  the 
prestigious  Merit  Award  from  the 
National  Institute  of  Dental  Research. 
This  award  provides  a  large  and  extend- 
ed source  of  research  support  for  Dr. 
Proffit's  studies  on  the  long  term  stabili- 
ty of  orthognathic  surgery  outcomes.  A 
new  and  intriguing  clinical  trial  will  soon 
start  to  evaluate  the  clinical  impact  of 


early  versus  later  orthodontic  treatment 
interventions.  Virtually  no  empirical 
data  now  exist  with  which  to  answer 
this  question.  The  clinical  trial  results 
will  almost  certainly  have  an  important 
influence  on  future  clinical  treatment 
decisions. 

Emergence  of 
Pulp  Biology 

Dental  pulp  biology  is  emerging  as  a 
field  of  active  investigation,  fueled  by 
the  fact  that  more  adults  are  retaining 
their  natural  dentitions  for  longer 
periods  of  time.  In  terms  of  person-years 
exposure,  this  greatly  increases  the  den- 
tal pulp's  chances  to  be  affected  by 
various  traumatic  and  toxic  insults.  It  ac- 
counts for  the  increased  endodontic 
treatment  rendered  by  specialists  and 
general  practitioners  alike.  The  School 
has  been  fortunate  to  have  Dr.  Gunnar 
Bergenholtz  lead  our  pulp  biology 
research  program.  As  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Endodontics,  Dr. 
Bergenholtz  has  worked  effectively  to 
promote  the  use  of  molecular  biology, 
immunology  and  neurophysiological 
techniques  in  studies  of  the  dental  pulp. 
He  has  also  launched  a  significant  pro- 
gram linking  pulp  biology  and  dental 
biomaterials  research.  In  recognition  of 
Dr.  Bergenholtz's  achievements,  the  In- 
ternational Association  for  Dental 
Research  this  year  conferred  on  him  its 
highest  award  for  pulp  biology  research. 

Geriatric  Dentistry 
-  A  Young  Field 

Geriatric  dentistry  is  another  field 
that  has  gained  much  interest  in  clinical 
practice  and  research.  Under  the  leader- 
ship of  Dr.  Jim  Beck,  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Dental  Ecology,  the 
School  of  Dentistry  has  rapidly  emerged 
as  one  of  the  country's  leading  centers 
for  research  in  geriatric  dentistry.  A 
large,  federally  funded  study  is  currently 
underway  that  relies  on  the  col- 
laborative efforts  of  the  School  of  Den- 
tistry, the  Durham  VA  hospital,  and 
Duke  University.  In  addition,  a  new 
special  care  clinic  will  result  in  geriatric

dentistry  receiving  increased  attention 
in  the  dental  students'  curriculum.  A 
graduate  program  for  geriatric  dentistry 
at  UNC  has  also  been  established. 

Dental  Implants 

Although  many  other  excellent  ex- 
amples  could  be  cited,  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  dental  implant  research  has 
gained  a  solid  foothold  at  UNC.  Cover' 
ing  both  clinical  and  basic  sciences,  the 
program  is  under  the  general  direction  of 
Dr.  Ronald  Baker,  chairman  of  Oral  and 
Maxillofacial  Surgery.  One  long  term 
project  involves  the  careful,  intensive 
follow-up  of  over  50  patients  who  either 
have  received  dental  implants  or  who 
are  currently  under  treatment.  Other 
projects  involve  sophisticated  in  vitro 
cell  culture  techniques,  as  well  as  animal 
studies,  to  evaluate  the  characteristics 
of  implant'tissue  interactions.  The  latter 
studies  will  answer  questions  such  as 
the  following.  How  do  cells  react  to  the 
conductivity  of  metal  implants?  How 
successful  are  dental  implants  when 
placed  in  bone  previously  treated  with 
radiation  to  combat  head  and  neck 
cancer? 

What  Made 
the  Difference? 

None  of  the  above  successes  occurred 
in  a  void.  Directly  or  indirectly,  Dean 
Ben  Barker  receives  much  of  the  credit 
for  the  vigorous  growth  of  research  in 
the  School  of  Dentistry.  Under  his 
leadership  three  strategic  decisions  were 
made  in  the  early  1980s  that  raised  the 


research  productivity  in  our  institution. 
The  first  determined  that  dental 
research  should  not  be  confined  to  the 
Dental  Research  Center,  but  rather 
should  significantly  involve  faculty 
across  all  clinical  departments.  The 
second  involved  a  redrafting  of  the 
School  of  Dentistry's  guidelines  for 
tenure  and  promotion,  requiring  greater 
commitment  to  scholarship  and  research 
by  faculty.  The  third  decision  launched 
a  targeted,  aggressive  recruiting  ap' 
proach  that  would  bring  the  most  able, 
young,  dynamic  clinician  scholars  to  this 
institution. 


These  three  decisions  have  had  a 
strong  impact  on  the  School.  In  the 
teaching  area,  the  commitment  to 
scholarship  ensures  that  our  faculty  are 
constantly  current,  often  at  the 
forefront  of  their  disciplines.  In  respect 
to  service  to  the  profession,  the  faculty 
is  presenting  more  and  stronger  continu- 
ing  education  programs  than  ever.  In- 
deed,  the  School's  continuing  education 
program  is  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  na- 
tion. In  the  patient  care  area,  the  facul- 
ty's commitment  to  quality  is  as  high  as 
ever.  In  addition,  the  environment  has 
been  created  to  permit,  when  appropri- 
ate, innovative  dental  treatment  - 
whether  esthetic  dentistry,  orthodontics 
or  dental  implants.  And  what  about 
research  productivity  itself?  During  the 
1979/80  academic  year,  the  School 
published  a  total  of  81  papers  and 
abstracts.  In  1987/88,  the  combined 
faculty  published  363  abstracts  and 
papers.  This  represents  an  investment 
strategy  that  is  paying  off.  Few  schools 
can  point  to  such  a  record  of  success.

Patient  Care  in  the  1980s

The  UNC  School  of  Dentistry  is  an 
outstanding  health  care  resource  to  the 
citizens  of  North  Carolina.  People  select 
this  resource  for  various  reasons.  In 
some  cases  they  are  UNC  students  in 
need  of  emergency  dental  treatment.  In 
other  cases  patients  are  referred  to  the 
School  by  their  dentists  or  by  public 
health  agencies.  Many  of  these  patients 
require  extremely  complex  procedures, 
or  they  are  medically  compromised  in 
some  way.  Other  patients  come  to  the 
School  because  they  have  heard  about 
the  faculty's  expertise  and  are  attracted 
by  the  idea  of  receiving  dental  care  in 
the  unique  setting  of  a  teaching  institu- 
tion. Patients  also  are  attracted  by  lower 
fees  in  the  student  clinical  program. 

Over  the  years  since  the  first  patient 
was  admitted  in  1952,  a  strong  tradition 
of  high  quality  patient  care  has  evolved 
at  the  School.  Pursuant  to  its  mission  in 
patient  care,  the  UNC  School  of  Den- 
tistry provides  comprehensive  dental 
health  care  and  acts  as  an  advocate  for 
patients'  optimum  oral  and  dental 
health.  Toward  this  end,  and  to  the  ex- 
tent that  its  resources  permit,  the 
School  has  established  the  following 
goals  in  patient-care: 

A.  Provide  primary  care  with  a  signifi- 
cant emphasis  on  the  prevention  and 
control  of  disease,  when  the  services 
and  assistance  of  the  School  are 
sought. 

B.  Provide  primary  oral  health  care  for 
the  general  public  in  support  of  its 
educational  programs. 

C.  Provide  secondary  and  tertiary  care 
to  individuals  from  North  Carolina 
and  the  region  who  seek  such 
services. 

D.  Support  scientific  and  clinical 
research  and  scholarly  investigation 
into  the  etiology,  diagnosis,  treat- 
ment, and  prevention  of  oral  and 
dental  disease. 

E.  Act  as  an  advocate  with  various 
planning,  legislative,  professional, 
and  regulatory  agencies  for  improved 
dental  health  care  services  and  the 
optimal  oral  health  status  of  society.

The  School's  commitment  to  patients 
has  grown  stronger  throughout  the 
1980s.  Specific  examples  of  this  include 
the  expansion  and  creation  of  specialty 
clinics  and  the  establishment  of  outreach 
programs  in  community  health  depart- 
ments, mental  retardation  centers, 
hospitals,  prisons,  and  the  Cherokee 
Indian  Reservation.  Patient  reception 
areas  in  Brauer  Hall  were  refurbished 
and  clinical  equipment  replaced  in  the 
Dental  Faculty  Practice  and  in  the  stu- 
dent programs.  A  statement  of  "Patient 
Rights  and  Responsibilities"  has  been 
adopted  and  is  shared  routinely.  Also, 
patient  advocates  are  now  utilized  in  the 
student  clinical  program.  Interdisci- 
plinary activities  of  the  Schools  of  Den- 
tistry and  Medicine  have  expanded 
throughout  this  decade.  These  include 
the  Hospital  Dental  Service,  the  Oral 
Facial  and  Communicative  Disorders 
Program,  the  Dentofacial  Disorders  Pro- 
gram, and  the  Clinical  Pain  Program  as 
well  as  clinics  in  the  divisions  of  max- 
illofacial prosthetics,  periodontics,  oral 
medicine,  and  oral  and  maxillofacial 
surgery. 

The  predoctoral  clinical  program  of 
the  School  provides  the  largest  volume 
of  patient  care  services.  The  emphasis 
upon  meeting  patient  needs  in  this  pro-

gram  has  increased  over  the  last  several 
years.  In  1986,  as  part  of  the  revision  of 
the  predoctoral  curriculum,  the  faculty 
adopted  a  revised  patient-care  system. 
The  new  system  was  developed  with 
the  intent  that,  in  comparison  to  the 
previous  system,  it  would  be:  1)  more 
patient-oriented,  2)  less  stressful  to 
students,  and  3)  more  "private-practice- 
like" in  the  delivery  of  care. 

The  new  patient-care  system  estab- 
lished a  number  of  new  patient  service 
divisions  and  called  for  operational  revi- 
sions of  other  clinical  areas.  Specifically, 
the  system  includes: 

1.  A  Patient  Admissions  Service  in 
which  screening  examinations  and 
oral  health  assessments  are  per- 
formed for  all  patients  seeking  admis- 
sion to  the  student  clinical  programs. 

2.  A  separate  and  distinct  Emergency/ 
Urgent  and  Limited  Care  Service  for 
patients  requiring  such  care. 

3.  An  interdisciplinary  Diagnosis  and 
Treatment  Planning  Service  where  a 
comprehensive  plan  of  care  (involv- 
ing the  preventive,  control  and 
definitive  aspects  of  patient  treat- 
ment) is  developed  for  all  adult 
patients  admitted  to  the  predoctoral 
clinical  program. 
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4.  A  Comprehensive  Care  Service  where 
patients  receive  primary  care  involv' 
ing  the  preventive,  periodontal  and 
operative  dentistry  treatment. 

5.  Departmental  Specialty  Clinics  in- 
cluding Prosthodontics,  Endodon- 
tics, Pediatric  Dentistry,  Orthodon- 
tics, and  Oral  and  Maxillofacial 
Surgery. 

6.  A  Preventive/Recall  Service  where 
predoctoral  dental  students  and  den- 
tal hygiene  students  provide  initial 
and  follow-up  preventive,  periodon- 
tal and  regular  maintenance,  and 
recall  therapy. 

The  new  patient-care  system  gives  a 
strong  emphasis  to  the  preventive 
aspects  of  patient  care,  to  the  integration 
of  the  dental  hygiene  student  with  the 
predoctoral  dental  student  in  delivering 
care,  and  to  a  computerized  approach  to 
scheduling  appointments  for  patient 
treatment  visits.  The  School  im- 
plemented parts  of  the  new  patient-care 
system  in  September,  1986.  Full  im- 
plementation of  the  program,  operating 
protocols,  and  support  systems  will  be 
completed  by  mid-1989. 

The  School  utilizes  two  mechanisms 
to  assure  the  availability  of  an  adequate 
patient  pool  that  permits  students  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  clinical  competen- 
cy within  a  reasonable  time.  First,  the 
School  relies  on  the  population  of  pa- 
tients who  contact  the  institution  for 
treatment  in  the  student  clinical  pro- 
gram. New  systems  have  been  developed

to  efficiently  assign  students  a  "family" 
of  patients  from  this  source.  The  popula- 
tion of  patients  seeking  treatment  at  the 
School  has  not  been  sufficient,  however, 
to  fulfill  clinical  experience  requirements 
for  students  in  all  disciplines.  An  insuffi- 
cient number  of  patients  who  need  com- 
plete dentures,  anterior  endodontic 
therapy,  minor  tooth  movement,  and 
extractions  seek  care  at  the  School.  The 
number  of  pediatric  patients  seeking

treatment  also  is  not  sufficient.  To  help 
offset  these  limitations  to  the  patient 
pool,  the  institution  has  established 
extramural  rotations  for  students  to 
acquire  additional  clinical  experience 
beyond  what  is  available  at  the  School. 
These  rotation  sites  include  dental 
clinics  operated  by  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  the  Cherokee  Indian  Reserva- 
tion, and  various  hospital  settings. 

Currently,  three  influences  greatly  af- 
fect the  School's  patient-care  system. 
The  first  is  the  problem  of  AIDS  and 
other  infectious  diseases  and  the  con- 
comitant need  to  update  and  upgrade 
dental  care  delivery  systems  to  prevent 
transmission  of  infectious  diseases.  The 
1987  revision  of  the  School's  policy  on 
Infection  Control  includes  a  policy 
statement  mandating  that  patients  may 
not  be  excluded  from  the  patient-care 
system  solely  because  they  have  a  com- 
municable disease.  Adjustments  have 
been  made  and  must  continue  to  be 
made  if  the  School  is  to  stay  in  com- 
pliance with  Center  for  Disease  Control 
Guidelines  and  still  provide  comprehen- 
sive dental  care  to  those  patients  with 
infectious  diseases  and/or  who  may  be 
immunocompromised . 

During  the  summer  of  1988,  a  cen- 
tralized sterilization  facility  was 
renovated  in  the  Old  Dental  Building.  It 
was  designed  for  an  instrument  cassette 
system  to  be  used  in  all  the  clinics.  The 
equipment  includes  a  high  volume  ultra- 
sonic cleaner  and  washer-dryer  and  a

high  vacuum  autoclave.  The  facility  will 
greatly  enhance  the  clinics'  infection 
control  capabilities. 

The  second  major  influence  is  the 
rapid  increase  of  the  population  in  the 
Research  Triangle  area  (Raleigh/ 
Durham/Chapel  Hill/Hillsborough). 
The  benefit  of  this  growth  is  the  expand- 
ed patient  pool  from  which  the  School 
may  draw  its  patients.The  downside  to 
this  situation  is  that  more  patients  will 
not  be  able  to  receive  desired  treatment 
unless  changes  in  the  present  facilities 
and  mode  of  operation  keep  pace.  Stu- 
dent enrollment  is  steady  and  is  ex- 
pected to  remain  so.  However,  facility 


changes  are  needed  to  improve  ac- 
cessibility for  patients  and  to  increase 
efficiency  in  delivery  of  care.  A  patient 
care  addition  to  Brauer  Hall  is  the  best 
solution  in  the  long  run. 

The  third  effect  on  the  School's 
patient-care  system  is  the  computeriza- 
tion of  clinical  services.  The  first  phase, 
now  in  progress,  involves  the  design  and 
development  of  the  patient  appointment 
system.  This  will  eventually  include  pa- 
tient registration,  patient  appointment 
scheduling  in  the  predoctoral  clinics,  and 
management  of  patient  records  and 
statistics.  Such  computerization 
represents  a  major  advance  in  the 


management  of  our  clinical  programs. 

All  three  of  these  influences  will  sure- 
ly be  present  as  the  School  moves  into  a 
new  decade  of  patient  care.  However, 
changes  in  the  1980s  are  preparing  the 
School  well  to  meet  future  challenges 
and  to  continue  its  fine  tradition  of 
outstanding  patient  care.

widest  arrays  of  residential  dental 
education  programs  in  the  nation,  makes 
the  School  a  leader  on  many  fronts. 
These  factors,  and  others,  influenced 
the  decision  of  the  Pew  Memorial  Trust 
to  ask  this  School  to  manage  its  $9 
million  investment  in  the  ongoing  Pew 
National  Dental  Education  Program. 
These  are  worthy  accomplishments, 
deserving  of  note,  particularly  within 
the  academic  community.  But  the 
ultimate  responsibility  of  the  School  is  to 
contribute  to  the  totality  of  human 
health  and  happiness,  and  it  is  here  -  its 
impact  on  oral  health  in  North  Carolina 
-  that  the  School  has  made  the  lasting 
difference. 

This  is  a  fine  success  story  for,  and  by, 
the  dental  profession  and  the  people  of 
North  Carolina.  I  think  it  highly  possible 
that  this  unusual  level  of  success  is  not 
fully  recognized  by  the  people  of  this 
state,  including  many  of  its  dentists.  At 
the  same  time,  the  School  has  several 
critical  needs  which  must  be  addressed 
by  the  University.  The  poor  design  and 
in  many  cases  totally  inadequate 
building  space,  represent  an  example  of 
such  a  long-standing  problem.  It  is  one 
which  confronted  my  predecessors  and 
now  threatens  to  severely  compromise 
the  quality  of  teaching,  research  and 
patient  care. 

The  1980s  are  fast  closing  and  the 
winds  of  change  continue  to  remind  us 
that  we  must  not  stand  still.  New 
opportunities  arise,  such  as  the 
Bicentennial  celebration  and  the 
University-wide  campaign.  It  is  in  this 
perspective  of  prior  achievement  and 
future  opportunity,  and  in  the  context  of 
the  ever  present  need  for  change  and 


renewal,  that  I  have  concluded  I  should 
vacate  the  Deanship  at  the  end  of  next 
summer. 

My  intention  is  to  step  down  from 
this  office  on  August  31,  1989.  It  is  also 
my  intention  to  vigorously  serve  the 
new  chancellor  and  the  University  until 
my  successor  has  been  appointed.  My 
goal  will  be  to  assist  in  achieving  an 
orderly  transition  to  maintain,  insofar  as 
possible,  the  current  direction,  energy 
and  momentum  which  characterize  this 
School  and  its  faculty.  Along  with  each 
of  you,  I  am  aware  that  our  School  will 
not  be  served  by  a  year  of  indecision  and 
inaction.  You  may  rest  assured  that  we 
have  no  intention  of  letting  that  happen. 


I  expect  us  to  press  forward  toward  the 
achievement  of  our  goals  of  better 
teaching,  sound  research  and  service  to 
all  the  people  of  this  state. 

The  pursuit  of  excellence  is  a  task  that 
is  never  done.  Half  way  home?  Perhaps, 
but  we  may  always  have  a  long  way  to 
go.  Each  of  you  has,  through  one  means 
or  another,  helped  us  come  this  far.  I 
remain  grateful  for  all  that  you  - 
alumni,  faculty,  students,  staff  and 
friends  -  do  to  make  this  School  the 
great  resource  that  it  is  for  North 
Carolina  and  the  nation.

Serving  Dental  Professionals:  A  New  Horizon

In  1980,  no  one  would  have  faulted 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  School 
of  Dentistry  for  its  commitment  to 
continuing  education.  Under  the  able 
direction  of  Dr.  Roy  Lindahl,  the  UNC 
continuing  education  program  through 
the  1970s  had  become  a  national  leader 
in  organizing  and  conducting  continuing 
education  programs.  Practitioners  in  the 
state  seemed  well  pleased  by  the 
number  and  kind  of  programs  offered. 
Faculty  members  by  and  large,  were  con- 
tent to  provide  the  continuing  education 
courses  which  they  worked  into  their 
schedules  every  year.  One  might  have 
characterized  the  continuing  education 
program  the  same  way  Bert  Lance  once 
described  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget,  "If  it  ain't  broke;  don't  fix  it." 

On  assuming  the  deanship  in  1981, 
Dr.  Ben  Barker  brought  some  different 
ideas  about  continuing  education  and 
the  service  mission  of  a  university. 
Previously,  the  service  function  of  the 
School  tended  to  be  defined  as  the  work 
that  faculty  members  contributed  to 
university  and  school  committees.  The 
service  role  extended  to  participation  in 
the  state  dental  society,  the  American 
Dental  Association,  and  a  host  of 
specialty  boards  and  associations.  What 
Ben  Barker  brought  to  this  traditional 
notion  about  town  and  gown  relation- 
ships  was  the  revolutionary  concept  he 
had  gained  while  a  program  officer  at  the 
W.  K.  Kellogg  Foundation.The  concept 
involved  the  commitment  of  a  university 
and  its  professional  schools  to  the 
lifelong  learning  of  their  graduates.  A 
career  in  the  professions  -  dentistry, 
law,  medicine  —  has  always  imposed  the 
expectation  that  learning  would  continue 
after  graduation.  However,  the  demands 
for  lifelong  learning  at  the  professional 
level  have  become  greater  than  ever 
before.  In  this  environment  schools  of 
dentistry  must  dedicate  themselves  to 
provide  learning  throughout  the  careers 
of  dental  professionals,  as  a  major  part  of 
each  school's  institutional  mission.  The 
learning  must  also  be  designed  and  car- 
ried out  in  exciting,  engaging  and  effec- 
tive ways,  in  ways  which  attract  and 
hold  the  practitioners'  interest. 


The  definition  of  service  reaches 
beyond  continuing  education  into  a  host 
of  other  School-sponsored  activities  in- 
cluding alumni  affairs,  development, 
printed  information,  services  to 
students,  and  work  with  parents  of 
students.  Envisioned  for  the  School  of 
Dentistry  was  an  office  which  could 
respond  to  any  need  expressed  by  a 
practitioner.  Sometimes  the  resources  of 
the  School  might  not  be  adequate  to  the 
need,  but  a  part  of  the  School  was  to 
become  a  kind  of  referral  center  for  prac- 
titioners. Such  a  center  could  assist 
practitioners  in  their  quest  for  better 
information,  for  assistance  in  changing 
the  ways  in  which  they  practiced,  and 
for  help  in  interpreting  the  changing  en- 
vironment of  dentistry  and  health  care. 

The  creation  of  the  Office  of  Institu- 
tional and  Professional  Relations 
(OIPR)  in  the  Spring  of  1983  was  the 
embodiment  of  this  ambitious  idea.  It 
combined  the  offices  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  the  Dental  Foundation,  the 
AHEC  Office,  Continuing  Education, 
Public  Relations,  and  Dental  Parents. 
The  first  job  of  the  office  was  to  bring 
the  different  functions  together  so  that 
they  could  work  in  a  unified  fashion. 
Because  of  the  excitement  of  this  idea 
and  the  enthusiastic  work  and  support 
of  a  talented  staff,  this  dimension  of  the 
undertaking  was  completed  rapidly. 
Beginning  in  the  fall  of  1983,  a  number 
of  new  programs  began  to  emerge  from 
the  OIPR.  Included  among  these  were 
the  publication  of  the  Horth  Carolina 
Dental  Review,  which  combined  several 
older  publications  under  a  single  new 
masthead.  The  Review  won  a  number  of 
national  editorial  awards.  It  also  cap- 
tured the  imagination  and  responded  to 
the  needs  of  many  practitioners  in  the 
state.  The  Dental  Foundation  began  a 
new  era  of  fundraising.  In  the  past  the 
Foundation  raised  about  $200,000  a 
year  for  the  School.  The  gifts  came  from 
700-800  individual  dentists  throughout 
the  state.  Between  1983  and  1988  gifts 
reached  the  $400,000  level,  with  signifi- 
cant additional  income  from  requests, 
major  gifts  and  grants. 

The  UNC  Dental  Alumni  Associa-

tion  has  always  been  the  most  active 
constituent  alumni  association  on  the 
University  campus.  Over  the  1980s,  the 
tradition  of  excellence  in  alumni  program 
and  participation  continued,  and  new 
activities  were  added.  The  Dental 
Alumni  Board  became  more  active  in 
interpreting  the  needs  of  the  dental  com- 
munity to  the  Dental  School.  Serving  as 
a  board  of  visitors,  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion became  key  advisors  to  the  OIPR 
and  to  the  general  Dental  School 
programs. 

Continuing  education  showed  the 
most  remarkable  growth  of  the  func- 
tional areas  of  the  OIPR  office.  The 
number  of  continuing  education  courses 
increased  in  the  four  years  between 
1983-84  and  1987-88  by  117  per  cent.  A 
major  part  of  this  change  was  brought 
about  by  the  redirection  of  the  Area 
Health  Education  Center  programs 
through  the  nine  AHEC  centers  across 
the  state.  In  this  way  the  resources  of 
the  Dental  School  were  made  available 
to  every  local  dental  society  and  to 
many  study  groups  throughout  the 
state.  While  the  number  of  continuing 
education  programs  increased,  the  kinds 
of  programs  offered  also  began  to 
change.  In  addition  to  the  traditional  lec- 
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ture  style  continuing  education  format, 
the  School  began  to  experiment  with  an 
expanded  mini-residency  program,  a 
mastership  in  general  dentistry,  more 
participation  courses,  and  a  broader 
range  of  offerings. 

Major  staff  changes  occurred  in  the 
office  over  the  last  year.  However,  the 
1988-1989  calendar  of  Institutional 
Development  activities  proves  that  the 
strong  service  mission  continues.  Over 
137  events  are  listed.  Included  are  43 
continuing  education  courses  (mostly 
located  on  campus),  78  continuing 
education  programs  at  local  sites  around 
the  state  (through  the  AHEC  system), 
and  such  traditional  events  as  Fall  Foot- 
ball Day,  Dental  Seminar  Day,  Research 
in  Review  Day,  Parents  Day,  and  Alum- 
ni Day.  The  list  shows  a  continuing  in- 
crease in  the  mini-residency  program 
and  a  new  alumni  seminar/ski  weekend 
at  Snowshoe.  Also  new  this  year  will  be 
the  staff  work  with  faculty,  alumni  and 
friends  planning  a  fund-raising  program 
with  School-wide  goals.  This  holds 
exciting  possibilities  for  the  School  and 
for  its  many  supporters. 

The  health  care  sector  of  this  country 
is  going  through  a  period  of  great  turbu- 
lence and  reorientation.  Dramatic 
changes  are  occurring  in  the  finance  of 
care,  delivery  of  care,  epidemiology,  rela- 
tionship between  provider  and  patient, 
results  of  science  and  technology,  and 
manpower.The  worlds  in  which  physi-

cians,  nurses,  pharmacists,  and  dentists 
practice  their  professions  are  no  longer 
familiar.  Dental  professionals  in  North 
Carolina  are  not  immune  from  these 
changes.  However,  they  will  be  more 
prepared  to  adapt  to  these  changes 
because  the  Dental  School  in  Chapel 
Hill  has  restructured  a  piece  of  its 
mission.  The  redefined  and  expanded 


service  mission  will  serve  the  dental  pro- 
fessionals better  in  their  own  efforts  to 
better  serve  their  patients.

Long  regarded  as  one  of  the  nation's 
leading  dental  educational  institutions, 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  School 
of  Dentistry  offers  advanced  educational 
programs  in  GPR  and  six  of  the  recog' 
nized  specialty  areas.  In  July,  1987,  an 
AEGD  program  was  added  to  the  list  of 
postdoctoral  programs  sponsored  by  the 
institution. 

The  Advanced  Education  in  General 
Dentistry  program  at  the  School  is  a 
twelve-month  postdoctoral  certificate 
program.  The  program  has  received 
preliminary  provisional  accreditation  ap- 
proval  from  the  Commission  on  Dental 
Accreditation,  with  full  accreditation  to 
be  considered  at  the  December,  1988, 
meeting  of  the  Commission.  The  AEGD 
program  was  developed  through  finan- 
cial assistance  from  a  three-year  training 
grant  awarded  by  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Health  and  Human  Services.  In  the 
initial  year,  admission  was  limited  to 
eight  residents.  Over  the  course  of  the 
grant  period,  enrollment  will  be  increas- 
ed to  a  final  total  of  twelve  residents. 

The  specific  objectives  of  the  program 
are  to  enhance  competence  and  con- 
fidence in  the  various  clinical  disciplines 
which  are  integral  components  of  den- 
tistry. Advanced  Education  in  General 
Dentistry  graduates  will  gain  a  broad 
base  of  knowledge  and  experience  from 
which  to  make  judgments  in  diagnosis, 
treatment  planning  and  decision  making 
during  the  course  of  treatment.  It  is 
expected  that  graduates  will  be  prepared 
to  evaluate  the  patient's  total  oral  health 
needs,  provide  a  full  range  of  general 
dental  care,  and  refer  the  patient,  when 
indicated,  to  appropriate  specialists 
while  preserving  the  continuity  of  care. 
In  addition,  the  AEGD  program  en- 
hances the  understanding  of  practice 
administration  and  provides  "hands-on" 
experience  in  that  discipline. 

The  minimum  requirements  for  the 
educational  program  in  AEGD  residen- 
cies are  prescribed  by  the  Commission 
on  Dental  Accreditation  of  the  Ameri- 
can Dental  Association.  Advanced 
training  in  the  dental  specialties  which 
provide  comprehensive  treatment  of 
complex  patient  needs  is  a  major  thrust 
in  the  AEGD  curriculum  at  UNC. 


The  didactic  experience  is  designed  to 
enrich  predoctoral  training  in  the  basic, 
diagnostic  and  clinical  sciences.  The 
seminar  is  the  primary  learning  format. 
Didactic  offerings  include  areas  of  basic 
science,  physical  evaluation,  diagnosis 
and  treatment  planning,  prevention, 
periodontics,  operative  dentistry,  fixed 
and  removable  prosthodontics,  ortho- 
dontics, pediatric  dentistry,  oral  surgery, 
endodontics,  special  patient  care,  occlu- 
sion, critical  literature  review,  sedation, 
and  practice  management.  The  residents 
take  an  active  role  in  these  presentations 
and  in  many  cases  lead  seminar  sessions. 

The  focus  of  the  clinical  component  of 
the  curriculum  is  in-house  comprehen- 
sive care  to  a  wide  range  of  patients. 
Patients  reporting  for  treatment  in  the 
AEGD  program  come  from  various 
sources.  One  source  consists  of  patients 
from  the  Admissions  Clinic  of  the 
School  when  the  patients'  needs  are  too 
complex  for  predoctoral  students.  Other 
sources  include  referrals  from  clinical 
research  programs,  specialty  education 
programs,  private  dental  practitioners, 
and  from  friends  and  relatives  who  are 
themselves  patients  in  the  AEGD  clinic. 
Patients  include  both  adults  and 
children.  An  especially  attractive 
feature  of  the  AEGD  clinical  program  is 
the  availability  of  special  care  patients. 
Residents  administer  comprehensive 
dental  care  to  this  broad  class  of  am- 
bulator)' patients,  including  elderly, 
chronically  ill,  emotionally  or  mentally 
disabled,  and  highly  medicated  patients. 
Patient  assignments  are  made  to  the 
AEGD  residents  for  comprehensive  oral 
health  care.  The  resident  is  expected  to 
maintain  overall  responsibility  for  dental 
care,  serving  as  coordinator  of  total  oral 
care  when  clinical  situations  warrant 
referral  to  dental  specialties  or  other 
care  providers.  The  clinical  faculty  is 
composed  of  general  dentists  and 
specialists  from  both  the  academic  and 
private  sectors.  They  provide  a  collec- 
tive competence  in  all  areas  of  dentistry 
as  well  as  diverse  educational  and 
clinical  approaches.  The  faculty  assist 
the  residents  in  addressing  clinical 
problems  and  ensure  that  comprehen- 
sive care  is  provided.

The  clinical  activity  of  the  program 
occurs  primarily  in  the  Advanced 
General  Dentistry  Clinic  in  the  School 
of  Dentistry.  Recently  renovated,  the 
clinical  facility  contains  the  most  up-to- 
date  technology  and  offers  the  oppor- 
tunity to  practice  modern  concepts  of 
dental  practice,  including  treatment 
using  multiple  operatones  and  aux- 
iliaries. Clinical  staff  personnel  include  a 
dental  assistant  for  each  resident  and 
full-time  hygienist  support.  The  ad- 
ministrative management  of  the  practice 
is  accomplished  through  state-of-the-art 
computer  programming.  This  offers  the 
resident  a  practice  management  prac- 
ticum  in  computerized  appointment 
scheduling,  production  and  cost 
monitoring,  and  patient  account 
status  review. 

Admission  to  the  Advanced  Educa- 
tion in  General  Dentistry  program  is  ac- 
complished only  after  the  application, 
transcripts  of  prior  college  work,  and 
other  credentials  are  reviewed  and 
approved  by  the  appropriate  committees 
and/or  agencies.  Candidates  accepted 
into  the  AEGD  Program  must  be  eligible 
for  a  DDS.  or  D.M.D.  degree  prior  to 
July  of  the  year  in  which  the  program 
commences.  Candidate  recruitment  ef- 
forts are  underway  on  local  and  national 
levels  to  attract  outstanding  dental 
graduates  to  form  a  diverse  and  talented 
resident  class.  Acceptance  criteria 
generally  include  national  board  scores, 
grade  point  average/class  rank,  letters  of 
recommendation,  and  activities  or 
achievements  which  demonstrate  an 
interest  and  commitment  to  general 
dentistry.  The  attractive  candidate  for 
admission  should  be  able  to  demonstrate 
career  objectives  which  include  the 
practice  of  general  dentistry. 

Most  AEGD  graduates  are  expected 
to  enter  the  private  practice  of  general 
dentistry  in  a  solo  or  group  setting.  A 
small  segment  of  graduates  may  elect  to 
enter  an  academic  setting  related  to 
general  dentistry.  Some  graduates  might 
go  on  to  specialty  training  based  on  in- 
terests uncovered  during  the  training 
program.  However,  the  planned  use  of 
the  AEGD  program  as  a  stepping  stone 
toward  entrance  into  specialty  programs 
is  strongly  discouraged  since  such  an 
outcome  does  not  promote  the  purpose 
of  advanced  training  in  general 
dentistry. 

Perspective 

Formal  dental  education  has  its  roots 
in  the  mid-nineteenth  century  with  the 


founding  of  the  Baltimore  College  of 
Dental  Surgery.  From  that  beginning  to 
the  present  day,  almost  150  years  later, 
an  underlying  principle  of  dental  educa- 
tion has  been  that  the  completion  of  a 
predoctoral  educational  program  is  ade- 
quate preparation  for  entry  of  the  suc- 
cessful matriculant  into  the  profession  of 
general  dental  practice.  That  principle 
has  endured  through  the  years.  It  is 
substantiated  today  by  the  fact  that, 
with  the  exception  of  Delaware,  all 
licensing  jurisdictions  in  the  U.S.  and  its 
territories  consider  graduation  from  an 
accredited  dental  school  as  a  minimum 
requirement  for  purposes  of  licensure. 

The  formal  educational  curriculum  in 
dentistry  has  developed  through  an 
evolutionary  process.  Scientific  research 
and  a  constant  striving  to  meet  the 
health  care  needs  of  patients  have  led  to 
advancements  in  the  profession.  In  the 
process,  the  original  16-week  curriculum 
has  expanded  to  an  average  of  154 
weeks  in  1985'.  Important  milestones 
can  be  identified.  In  1917,  the  first  four- 
year  postsecondary  program  was 
developed,  with  a  curriculum  combining 
what  today  is  predental  and  dental 
education.  The  establishment  of  the 
American  Dental  Association  Council 
on  Dental  Education  lead  to  accredita- 
tion standards  for  dental  schools  in 
1942:.  These  requirements  essentially 
stipulated  a  two-year  predental  pre- 
requisite education  and  four  years  of 
dental  education.  Since  that  time  the 
dental  school  curricula  have  expanded 
considerably.  The  total  mean  clock 
hours  of  dental  instruction  within  the 
four-year  curricula  increased  17%  from 
1976  to  1985'  in  an  attempt  to  address 
the  flood  of  new  information  and 
technologies  available  to  the  profession. 
These  changes  have  placed  critical 
pressures  on  students  and  faculty  to 
adequately  address  the  basic  instruc- 
tional material  and  clinical  procedures 
making  up  the  cognitive  and  technical 
armamentarium  of  the  modern  day  den- 
tistry practitioner. 

New  factors  loom  on  the  horizon 
which  will  most  certainly  impact  the 
future  practice  of  dentistry,  placing  addi- 
tional burdens  on  overcrowded  dental 
curricula.  Demographic  data  indicate  an 
ever  increasing  life  expectancy  of  the 
population  with  a  concomitant  decrease 
in  the  edentulous  segment.  Several 
generations  of  individuals  with  missing 
and  restored  teeth  will  require  preven- 
tive and  restorative  maintenance  pro- 
cedures. Restorative  procedures  will 
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increase  in  complexity  as  restored  teeth 
are  maintained  over  a  greater  period  of 
time.  The  prevalence  of  dental  caries, 
particularly  smooth  surface  caries  in 
children,  is  declining.  The  consuming 
public  is  becoming  more  sophisticated  in 
their  demand  for  dental  services  as  the 
"wellness  movement"  spreads.  The 
population  will  "shop"  for  dental  ser- 
vices with  the  expectation  of  maintain- 
ing good  dental  health  throughout  their 
lives.  Practitioners  must  renew  their 
emphasis  on  prevention  and  maintenance 
while  offering  interceptive  services, 
such  as  orthodontic  and  cosmetic  den- 
tistry, to  improve  function  and  quality  of 
life.  Dynamic  changes  in  systems  of 
health  care  delivery  and  reimbursement 
in  a  competitive  marketplace  will  require 
that  practitioners  expend  considerable 
effort  in  the  area  of  practice  management 
and  the  business  aspects  of  dentistry. 
The  net  result  of  these  predictions 
points  to  a  strong  future  for  dentistry 
but,  at  the  same  time,  a  new  set  of 


challenges  for  saturated  predoctoral 
dental  curricula.  The  AEGD  program 
broadens  the  predoctoral  education 
through  development  of  strong  cognitive 
abilities  in  a  problem  solving  clinical 
environment  which  presents  complex 
and  comprehensive  treatment 
opportunities.

The  Dentist  Scientist  Award  program 
has  entered  its  fourth  year  at  the  UNC

Rick  Saunders  ('89)  studied  a  facet  of 
dental  health  in  Queensland,  Australia 


during  his  extramural  rotation  last  sum- 
mer. Rick  helped  interview  numerous 
senior  officers  of  Queensland's  School 
Dental  Service  and  visited  several  of 
their  facilities. 

The  Queensland  School  Dental  Ser- 
vice has  both  a  prevention  and  a  treat- 
ment component.  The  Service  trains 
school  Dental  Therapists  in  an  intensive 
two-year  post-secondary  school  pro- 
gram. The  therapists  are  dental  health 
educators  who  pride  themselves  on  pro- 
viding high  quality  general  dental  care, 
which  is  free  of  charge,  for  every  child 
aged  four  to  fifteen.  Eligibility  requires 
only  parental  consent. 

The  therapists  are  assigned  to  a 
specific  district  and  rotate  from  school 
to  school,  seeing  and  treating  students 
on  about  a  ten-month  recall.  The 
therapists  use  mobile  dental  trailers  to 
reach  the  many  isolated  areas  of  "the 
outback",  as  well  as  outlying  com- 
munities near  cities.  Portable  equipment 
is  often  used  to  treat  the  very  isolated 
areas  where  trailers  cannot  be  taken, 
and  airplanes  are  utilized  for  the  most 
remote  areas,  such  as  aboriginal  com- 
munities residing  on  small  coastal 
islands.  As  in  North  Carolina,  the 
Queensland  program  has  met  with  the 
success  of  caries  reduction  in  the 
childhood  population. 

Ron  Venezie  ('90)  attended  the  24th 
Annual  ADA  Dental  Student  Research 
Conference  this  past  April.  The  con- 
ference was  held  at  the  National  In- 
stitute of  Dental  Research  in  Bethesda, 
Maryland.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting 
was  to  inform  students  about  the 
numerous  opportunities  in  dental 
research  and  to  give  students  an  ap- 
preciation for  the  critical  need  for  dental 
research.  Ron  felt  the  conference  was 
both  interesting  and  informative.  He 
came  away  with  a  better  understanding 
and  appreciation  for  dental  research. 

Mary  Julia  Wiess  ('89)  completed  an 
extramural  rotation  at  Dorothea  Dix 
Hospital  in  Raleigh.  She  felt  her  ex- 
perience in  Dr.  Attayak's  program  pro- 
vided her  with  excellent  experience 
treating  adult  patients  with  a  variety  of 
medical  and  physical  problems. 

Jean  Woods  ('89)  completed  two 
4-week  summer  externships  in  both  com- 
munity and  hospital  dentistry.  Jean's 
community  experience  at  Dorothea  Dix 
Hospital  in  Raleigh  increased  her  skills 
in  operative  dentistry  and  enabled  her 
to  work  closely  with  mentally  ill  pa- 
tients with  very  complex  medical 
histories.  Her  hospital  externship  at 
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Admissions  and

Charlotte  Memorial  Hospital  provided 
experience  in  emergency  care  of  an  in- 
digent  population.  Both  externships 


allowed  Jean  a  chance  to  concentrate  on 
improving  her  clinical  skills,  including 
speed,  diagnosis  and  patient  rapport. 


The  School  of  Dentistry  continues  to 
experience  the  national  trend  of  declin- 
ing applications  to  the  D.D.S.  Program. 
Nationally,  for  the  thirteenth  straight 
year,  the  number  of  applications  to  den- 
tal  schools  continues  to  decline.  Based 
on  the  decline  in  first-year  enrollment 
over  the  past  several  years,  the  first-year 
national  enrollment  for  1988  is  predicted 
to  be  approximately  4100.  A  15%  reduc- 
tion in  total  applications  occurred  here 
from  last  year  to  this  year  (from  531  in 
1987  to  450  in  1988).  More  importantly, 
the  number  of  North  Carolina  applicants 
declined  25%  (from  104  in  1987  to  78  in 
1988).  1985  was  the  only  other  time  in 
the  history  of  the  School  that  the  resi- 
dent applicant  pool  was  lower  (74  ap- 
plicants). The  number  of  non-resident 
applicants  for  1988  was  372.  This  is  the 
lowest  non-resident  application  number 
since  1972.  Total  applications  have 
never  been  below  450,  except  for  the 
1950-1972  period.  In  spite  of  the  low 
numbers,  the  quality  of  the  applicants 
admitted  to  the  UNC  School  of  Den- 
tistry (measured  by  grade  point  average 
and  DAT  scores)  remains  at  a  very  high 
level. 

Class  size  for  the  D.D.S.  program  con- 
tinues at  75.  However,  the  first-year 
enrollment  for  1988  is  only  72,  because 
within  two  weeks  of  fall  semester  three 
students  informed  us  that  they  would 
not  be  enrolling.  The  three  positions 
were  not  filled.  This  is  in  keeping  with 
our  enrollment  policies  of  limiting  the 
number  of  non-resident  students  admit- 
ted and  of  not  accepting  poorly  qualified 
resident  applicants.  Thus,  we  continue 
to  maintain  our  high  admissions  stan- 
dards and  keep  our  non-resident  compo- 
nent within  the  School's  guidelines.  Of 
the  entering  Class  of  1992,  56  students 
are  North  Carolina  residents,  10  are 
black  and  19  are  female.  Eleven  students 
have  dental  parents,  two  of  whom  are 
UNC  School  of  Dentistry  alumni. 
Thirty-one  counties  in  North  Carolina 
are  represented  in  the  class  with 
Durham,  Guilford  and  Mecklenburg 
having  the  highest  representation. 


The  auxiliary  programs  attracted  33 
applicants  this  year  to  Dental  Hygiene 
and  30  applicants  to  Dental  Assisting. 
First-year  enrollment  in  the  two  pro- 
grams is  below  that  of  1987,  even 
though  a  certificate  program  in  Dental 
Hygiene  was  implemented  this  year. 
Currently,  a  total  of  47  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  Dental  Hygiene  Program, 
and  18  students  are  enrolled  in  the  Den- 
tal Assisting  Program. 

The  national  total  of  D.D.S.  students 
graduating  has  also  declined  over  the 
past  few  years.  Two  reasons  are  the 
reductions  in  class  size  and  the  closing  of 
three  dental  schools.  The  predicted 
number  of  graduates  for  1992  is  about 
3600.  This  will  be  the  first  class  in  22 
years  to  graduate  into  a  stable  dentist/ 
population  ratio.  Since  1970,  the  den- 
tist/population ratio  had  been  increas- 
ing. It  is  now  beginning  to  stabilize  and 
is  predicted  to  decrease  for  at  least  the 
remainder  of  the  century. 

Sixty-eight  students  graduated  from 
our  D.D.S.  Program  this  year.  Forty 
went  into  private  practice;  24  are 
attending  post-graduate  programs,  and 
four  are  members  of  the  military. 
Twenty-four  students  completed  the 
Dental  Assisting  Program  this  year  and 
30  students  received  their  degree  in 
Dental  Hygiene. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  continues  to 
recruit  extensively  for  all  programs,  with 
primary  emphasis  placed  on  increasing 
the  North  Carolina  applicant  pool  and 
the  minority  applicant  pool.  In  spite  of 
efforts  over  the  past  several  years,  little 
progress  has  been  made  toward  increas- 
ing the  number  of  qualified  applicants 
for  either  group.  We  know  that  the  prac- 
ticing profession  has  the  greatest  in- 
fluence on  young  people  seeking  a  career 
in  dentistry  or  the  dental  allied  health 
fields.  Therefore,  all  practitioners  are 
strongly  urged  to  join  with  us  to  en- 
courage qualified  and  interested  people 
to  apply  to  the  UNC  School  of  Den- 
tistry.
